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Rovival of Buddhism, 

Tt In now ontimatod that Buddhiem 1a 
the prevailing religion of five hundred 
million people, fully one-third the entire 
population of the globe. It had ite riso 
in Indis, pix hundred years before the 
Christian ora, and sprond with remarka- 
blo rapidity over the entire Kunst. The 
lato Rey. J. Frooman Clarke designated 
It as the Protestantiom of Bralminlam. 
During the second century B. O., under 
the reign of Azoka, 80,000 misslonarles 
were sont oul to proselyte for the now 
religion, Those misslonarias visited 
China, Japan, Coylon, Persia, Babylonia, 
Syria, Palestine and Egypt, making 
Innumorablo converta wherever they 
It Is the prevailing religion 
today in China, Japan, Burmah, 
Ceylon, Thibot, otc., and these countries 
abound In temples dedicated - not to the 
worship of the great reformer, but In 
honor of his noble teachings. Its power 
waned in the West with tho rise of 
Christianity, and was driven out in Hin- 
dostan between the sixth and nloth con- 
turles by the Brahmans, who found the 
roformatory religlon obnoxious to thelr 
idolatry. 

We mention the above well-known 
facts at this timo to state In this con- 
nection that quite recently thoro assem- 
bled a general council of Buddhists at 
Budh Gaya, a town some 250 miles 
northwest of Calcutta, with delegates 
from Coylon, Burmah, Slam, Chittagony, 
Japan and Thibet, the object being to 
gain the spot where the good Gasitamar 
sur when ho attained Nirvana, it being 
now in tho possession of the enemies of 
Buddhlam, as Is the alloged sepulcher of 
Jesus among his enemies. 

A newapaper in Indla, referring to 
this awakening laterost In the revival of 
this anclont religion, and of the then 
proposed convention, said: 

"Under a benign and tolorant govern- 
ment, it scoms Buddhism Is destined to 
find a place in the land of Its birth. 
Though its teachings have been misun- 
dorstood for a long time, and denounced 
as nastika, a flood of light has been 
thrown on this religion of love—the re- 
liglon of Pujahdasi, the ‘beloved of the 
gods, '—a religion which Inculcated such 
good and gentle teachings as ‘that a 
man should honor his personal creed, 
but not blame that of his neighbor. He 
who doeth otherwise impaireth his 
own creed, and Injureth that of others;’ 
and wå are now in a position to compro- 
hend fts teachings In their true light. 
Educated Hindoos need not hesitate to 
sympathize with thelr Buddhist broth- 
ers In the object of the proposed meet- 
ing of thelr representatives In India.” 

It is remarkable that while Christian- 
ity Is clearly on the wane in the West, 
this older and less arbitrary religion In 
the Past is Assuming new life and vigor. 
As the teachings of its founder become 
botter inon and his followers prove 
not to ho the gross idolators the mission- 
urlos represented, oven tho most ad- 
vanced) nations have learned to look 
upon Buddhism with respect, and Its 
founder with approbation, 

Interesting Confirmation. 

The scholarly D. Gosthing, F. S. A., 
of Malavar Hill, Bombay, India, writing 
Dr. Brown, the author of ' Researches
